: Early. this (Tuesday) morning H. R.H. Prince Edward VIII. 


took the Oath of Obedience before the Privy Council immediately 
following the announcement of the death of his revered father, King 
George, and the coronation ceremony will possibly be conducted at 


the close of the usual one year of court mourning. 


The death of our beloved monarch 
ensued as the result of complications 
which followed an attack of bronchitis and 
catarrh from which the King had been a 
‘sufferer during his later years. In 1928 and 
again in 1929, he suffered severe illnesses 
from throat and lung troubles brought on 
by catching cold during an Armistice Day 


celebration in London, but on each occa-: 


sion made wonderful recoveries after 


being dangerously ill. 


On Thursday last it was publicly an- 
nounced that the King was suffering from 
a slight cold, and since his serious previous 
illnesses great precautions were taken to 
safeguard his health, which was showing 
strain following tension of state matters in 
the European situation due to the Italo- 
Ethiopian war. 


With three court physicians in attend- 
ance on Friday January |7th, a serious 
turn developed, and the medical bulletin 
issued stated that although the bronchial 
catarrh from which the distinguished 
patient was suffering was not extremely 
severe, there“weré signs of heart weakness 
which were regarded with some disquiet. 
This bulletin was signed by the eminent 
doctors, Sir Frederick Willans, Sir Stanley 
Hewitt and Lord Dawson of Penn. 


The King spent a more restful night on 
Sunday, and early Monday, propped up in 
his bed, signed a document which ap- 
pointed as Counsellors of State to assume 
most of his royal duties H e r Majesty 
Queen Mary and his four royal sons, the 
Prince of Wales and the Dukes of York, 


Gloucester and Kent. 


During Monday morning (Wain- 
wright time) it was anounced that the 
patient's strength was diminishing, and in 
the middle of the afternoon news came 
over the wires that “the King’s life is ebb- 
ing peacefully to its close.”’ 


During the passing away of his late 
Majesty, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
York, t he Duke of Kent, the Princess 
Royal, together with their mother Her Ma- 
jesty Queen Mary were at the bedside of 
the dying King and Emperor while outside 
the gates of the castle estate, hundreds of 
loyal subjects were kneeling in prayer for 
their Empire’s head, as was the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury who was also in the 


bed-chamber. 


At the time of making the announce- 
ment that the King was passing away, it 
was stated that nothing further would be 
given out “until the doctors have to an- 
nounce the end,” and at the same time the 
British Broadcasting Co. radioed the 
Empire that all stations were closed until 
the final announcement, which very sor- 
rowfully came all too soon. The news of 
the death of the monarch was given to 
Londoners by the traditicnal tolling of the 
Great Bell‘ of St. Paul’s Cathedral in Lud- 
gate Hill, the death of a King being the 
only occasion on which this bell is ever 
used. 


It mournfully proclaimed the death of 
the beloved monarch of the British Em- 
pire, and the accession to the throne of 
Prince Edward VIII., which proclamation 
was Officially made very early on Tuesday 
morning by t he members of the Privy 
Council at their meeting a few hours after

For many years the prevalent 
grain rotation in prairie agriculture 
was two gnain crops and summer 
fallow, Of jate years, the tendency 
has developed towards a two-year 
rotation of alternate grain and fal- 
Wow with wheat the predominating 
crop. 

A comparison of these two 
systems for the past fifteen years, 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Scott, resulted in a net loss of 
fourteen cents per acre for the three 
year rotation, while that consisting 
of two years gave a profit of sixty 


cents per acre, when all cost fac-. 


tors were deducted. From an econo, 
mic standpoint the change is justi- 
fied. Apart from the average result 
an examination of the yearly yields 
shows the yield from the two-year 
rotation is always higher and in dry 
years more crop is guaranteed with- 
out loss from a failure on stubble. 
Cheaper methods of summer-fallow- 
ing combined with more efficient til- 
lage have favoured the development 
of a two-year rotation. For farm- 
ers who have a soll drifting problem 
and practise cultivated fallow, the 
two-year rotation provides more 
stubble to anchor on the surface. On 
the northern fringes of the prairie, 
the use of phosphate fertilizer on 
summer-fallow only has favoured 
the development of a system of al- 
ternate grain and fallow.
